We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor hi L'eland, submit to your Excel- 
lency this our Tlih'cl Annual Report. 

3. On the 14th July, 1849, the date of our last Report, we 
gave a series of Weekly Eetmms showing the fluctuation of 
the numbers and classes of persons reheved both in and out of 
the Workhouse down to the 80th June last ; and we now sub- 
mit a continuation of that series, commencing with the week 
ended 7Lh July, 1849.

8. Tlie maximum number in the Workhouso.s last year was 
that for the week ended ICth June, when there were! a;i7, 8a', ) 
inmates. The maximum number on the o\it-relief lists, 
784,3G7, was that for the week ended 7th July, the first weede 
ill the present series. The decrease ol the number in the 
Worldiouses went on rapidly in the months of J uly and Augu.st, 
and was attended by a corresponding reduction of the out- 
relief lists. The former decreased to a minimum number of 
140,266 inmates on the (ith October, and the number on 
out-door relief at the same period was 124,185 ; all the orders 
under the 2nd section of the Relief Extension Act having 
been withdrawn at that date. 

4. We have recently laid before Parliament a return ol the 
expenditure of each Union, for the year ended 29th September, 
1849, and of the numbers relieved in and out of the Workhouse 
during the same period, derived from the audited accounts. 
The Union returns will be foimd in the Appendix; and we 
give below the totals for Ireland in comparison tvith the same 
totals for the preceding yeai- : —

5. The items on which the large increase of ,£445,054 has 

arisen, are, “ in-maintenance,” “ cstn,blishnicnt (diarges and 
other expenses,” the latter term embracing _ the cost (it 
temporary fever hospitals and treatment ol patients theredn, 
cholera expenses, and repairs or alterations of buildings taken 
to be used as auxiliary Workhouses, and additions made to 
those pu'eviously in use. A more explicit statement of the 
nature and amount of the items included under these heads 
will be found in the Appendix ; and we insert also a Report 
from the Areliitect of the Commission, detailing the building 
operations, whereby the present large increase of Workhouse 
accommodation has been obtained. _ ^ 

6. The increase of cost under the head of “ in-maintena,uce, 
is sufficiently accounted for by the increased number of persons 
relieved in the Worlchouses and auxiliary Workhouses during 
the year, as shown in the latter branch ol the table. The out- 
relief lists will be seen from the weekly returns to have been 
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Extemion of Workhouse Accommodation. 5 

miich lighter throughout the nine months of 1849, than the 
corresponding nine mouths of 1848, accounting to some ex- 
tent for the decrease of the total numbers so relieved during 
the latter 3rear. The circumstance that tliis decrease of the totsd 
number relieved out of the 'Woiidiouse was accompanied bj' a 
slight increase of expenditiu'e under tliis head, arises probably 
from two causes. Dm-ing the early part of tire year 1847-8, orrt- 
door relief was only in partial operation ; and, again, during a 
part of the same year, an expenditme of more than ^80,000 
took place from the funds of the British Association in relieving 
the children in schools ; which expeirditure did not enter 
into the Union accounts, although the greater part of the re- 
cipients were probably on tlie rehef lists dming some part of 
the year. The large mcrease of the expenditure connected with 
in-door relief in 1848-9, shows the determined character of the 
struggle made to establish that system instead of out-relief; 
and although only partial success was at first obtained, sub- 
sequent events have shown the prudence of the course pm’sued. 

7. We stated at the close of om last Annual Eeport that we 
rested our hope of contending successfully with the difficulties 
then before us, on the large extent of Workhouse accommodation 
which had been provided, and on tlie force of opmion which we 
believed to be prevalent in favour of administermg relief to the 
poor as far as practicable in the Workhouse, dlhe anticipa- 
tions wliich w'e then expressed have been since fully realized. 
On the Boards of Guardians receiving the management of the 
disti'essed Unions in November, a disposition to limit relief to 
the 'VY’orkhouse was with a few exceptions generally evinced, 
and was shown by a further increase of the W orkliouse accom- 
modation wherever that course appeared to be necessary; 
and we rejoice to state that with the concurrent advantage of 
an abundant harvest, of which the loss from blight was 
materially less than in previous seasons, the change from out- 
door relief to the safer and more prudent system of relief in 
the Worldionse has been found to be practicable throughout 
a large part of Ireland, not excepting some districts wliich 
suffered most severely during the famine. 

8. Pieverting to tlie two series of weeldy returns in para- 
graph 2, and comparing them with the corresponding series 
in the previous Reports, it appears that in 1848 the nmiiber 
on the in-door and out-door relief lists reached their minimmn 
point about the end of September or beginning of October, 
and from that time the numbers in both began to increase. 
In 1849, the conclusion of the harvest was again followed by 
a gradual and continuous increase in the nmnber of inmates, 
commencing on the 6th October; but the extent of aecoimnoda- 
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tion at tliis period loeing more by 70,000 tban at the eorrcs-' 
ponding period in tbe former year, the out-door relief, 
instead of beginning at this time to increase, continued to 
decrease until the end of December, •when it had declined to 
95,408, the Workhouse inmates having increased, ho-wever, 
from 140,366 to 194,547 at the same date. 

9. Passing to the close of the next quarter, it will be seen 
that in the week ended 30th March, 1850, the number on the 
out-rehef lists was 131,703, in comparison with 554,649 in 
the corresponding week of the former j^ear, at a cost of ^3,643 
per week, m comparison with i£13,193 ; thus showmg a 
reduction of ^ths in number, and of |ths m expense. The 
number in the Workhouses at the same period was 193,486 
in 1849, and 334,381 in 1850. The number of Unions in 
Ireland, which at the close of March, 1850, were wholly 
without any out-door rehef, was 61 ; 51 otlier Unions in the 
last week of that month, mcurred an aggregate cost of less 
than ^100 a week in administering relief out of the Workhouse ; 
the remainder of the out-door relief bemg due to 51 Unions, 
the total number being 153, including 33 new Unions then re- 
cently formed. Since 30tli March, the number of Unions not 
giving out-door relief has increased to 58. 

10. Dui'ing March and part of April, the numbers on the 
rehef lists exliibited considerable decrease in coiisequeni-e of the 
spring emplo3anent, and the out-door li.sts comprised on the 
37th April only 119,780 persons in comparison with 005,468 at 
the same period in 1849 ; but at the present date the num- 
bers are again increasing both in and out of the Workhoaise, 
and will, according to past experience, continue to do so until 
the beginnmg of July. 

11. We have, in a few instances, during the past half-year, 
been requested by Boards of Guardians to issue orders under 
the 3nd section of the Ilelief Extension Act ; however, up to 
the present time we have not issued any such order, but have 
on those occasions encouraged the Guardians to extend still 
further their Worldiouse accommodation, in order to meet tlie 
necessities of persons not rehevable under section 1. We have 
taken this course, because we consider it a matter of the utmost 
consequence to the futiu’e as 'W'ell as present working of the 
Poor Law, to avoid, if possible, the issue of these orders, in a 
season which has been marked bj' an abundance, rather than 
by a scarcity, of food ; and thus to prevent any expectation 
being created that these powers wUl be exercised, excepting 
under extraordinary chciimstances. 

13. We are enabled to report that, concurrently ■«'ith the 
decrease in the cost of relief, and in the total number of the 
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recipients of relief, tlie general sanitary state of tlie Work- 
liouses kas exliibitecl a manifest improvement in comparison 
witli wliat it was last year. Tims, the series of Weeldy Eeturns 
show that in 1848-40 the ratio of mortality among the inmates 
rose from .S'4 per 1,000 on the 7th October, to 13'4 per 1,000 on 
the 5th May ; while in 1849-50 the ratio advanced from 3’5 
to 6T, on the 38rd March, since which date it has gradually 
declined. 

13. In the Appendix will be foimd a Table in continuation 
of that in the last Eeport showurg the number of inquests in 
each Union reported to us through the constabulary or other- 
Avise, in which the verdict alleged death to. have ocem'red from 
the want of the necessaries of life. Without placing implicit 
reliance on the correctness of the verdict iii each ease, we have 
yet regarded the number of the reported inquests as suppljdng 
'material testimony as to the extent of privation prevailing 
among the poorer classes, and it will be seen on a comparison of 
the two Tables, that in the period comprised between the 14th 
Jrdy, 1849, and the 20th April, 1850, the number of cases is 
.about half the number of those comprised in the same period 
of the preceding year. 

14. Wliile many of the districts of Mayo and Galway, here- 
tofore most remarkable for the depressed and suffering state of 
their population, are sharing fully in the benefits of the change 
above described, the Unions situate in tire County of Clare, 
especially the Unions of Ivilrush and Scariff, stiU present a 
degi-ee of destitution which has no parallel in other parts 
of Ireland at the present time. In tlris cormty, which 
has still 30,000 persons on out-door relief (neaiiy twice the 
iimnber of those so relieved in the whole province of Con- 
naught), the rate of mortality in the Workhouses, and the 
number of iirquests, although less than in former seasons, attest 
the indigerrt and suffering state of a great part of the popula- 
tion of Clare. The extent of Worldrouse acconrmodation pi-o- 
vided irr tlris couirty is now' nearly 12,000, and it is still in 
course of extension as beurg inadequate to tire wants of tire 
population. 

15. We have recently laid before Parliament statemerrts 
showiirg the fiirancial progress of the several Uiriorrs in Ireland, 
dining the months of October, November, and December, 1849, 
in comparison with the same months in the preceding year*. 
These statements, which are derived monthly from the Clerks 
of Unions, and are not identical with the aocoimts subnntted 
to audit at the close of each half-year, afford an approxhnate 
view of the current expenditure, collection, and liabilities of 
each Union, and are chiefly valuable as supplying early infer- 
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ination on those important points. A similar financial state- 
tnent is now completed for the three months of January, 
February, and March, 18S0 ; and we give below the general 
results of the statement for the six months in comparison 
with the same in each of the two isreceding seasons.

16. The large reduction of expenditure shown in the above 
Table, arises mainly under the head of out-door relief. At the 
same time, it is satisfactory to observe, that there is a concur- 
rent decrease under the heads of “ in-maintenance” and “ other 
expenses making on the whole a reduction of nearly .£830,000 
on the first six months of the year. The collection of rates, 
dm-ing the same period, has exceeded the expenditure by 
£436,470. It must be remembered, however, tliat a large part 
of this surplus, to the extent, at this date, of £353,(>37, has 
been reserved to meet the purposes of the Eate-in-aid Act ; and 
that the outstanding liabilities of Unions, at the 3‘Jth Septem- 
ber, 1849, amounted m the aggregate to not less than £518,381. 
Under these circumstances, and while the severe pressure of the 
poor-rates on certain districts can scarcely be said to have 
relaxed as j^et, the necessity for continued economy in the ex- 
penditure is strongly felt ; and although during the next two 
months it is probable that some extension of the numbers 
receiving relief will take place, we trust that the ground has 
been laid for a further very considerable reduction of expen- 
ditoe after harvest, and that a material alleviation of the burden 
of poor-rates, throughout Ireland, will be experienced during 
the year which wih end on 39th September, 1851. 

17. In carrying out the recommendations contained in the 
successive Eeports of the Commissioners appointed to inquire 
into the number and boundaries of Poor Law Unions and 
Electoral Divisions in Ireland, we have given effect to the general 
principles laid down in the, instructional letter addressed to the 
Boundary Commissioners by Secretary Sir George Grey, on the 
37th March, 1848, hi accordance with which we have understood 
that the Commissioners have framed their recommendations. 
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In the formation of Electoral Divisions, we have nowhere de- 
viated from the precise arrangement of the boundaries which 
the Boundary Commissioners have recommended, except only 
in two instances, one of which occurred in Cork, and the other 
in Athlone, Union ; and in those cases we did so on the ground 
of the practical inconveniences which have been found to arise 
in the administration of rehef from a line of division being 
taken tlirough the centre of a populous tovm. 

18. In the formation of new Unions, we have not thought it 
necessary to carry into effect the enthe number which were 
recommended, in the fu-st instance, by the Boimdary Commis- 
sioners ; and we have especially refrained from forming such 
new Unions in districts where it appeared to us that there was 
a preponderance of opinion against the proposition, on the part 
of those who would be locally affected by the change, unless 
where the necessity for new Union centres appeared tons, in a 
territorial point of view, to be placed beyond doubt. 

19. Up to the present time. Orders constituting the new 
Electoral Divisions have been issued for all the Unions situ- 
ated in the province of Connaught, and in the comities of Clare, 
Limerick, Cork, Kerry, and part of Tipperary, in Munster, as 
also for some of the Unions in Leinster and Ulster. We have 
likewise formed the new Unions of Behnullet, Killala, Dromore 
West, Newport, Oughterard, Skull, Castletown, Clonaldlty, 
Tulla, KiUadysert, Corrofin, BaUyvaghan, Portumna, Mount 
Bellew, Glennamaddy, Strokestown, Claremorris, Tobercm’ry, 
Glin, Croom, Millstreet, Mitchelstown, Bawnboy, and BaUy- 
mahon, in all 24 ; and it is probable that the entire number of 
the new Unions, when completed, will not much exceed 30. We 
have given in the Appendix a schedule containing the names of 
the several Unions in which the new boundaries have been de- 
clared, with the dates at which our Orders for the pmiiose have 
been issued ; and a form of order, in which we have made pro- 
vision for the adjustment of liabihties of toivnlands in Unions 
and Electoral Divisions, of which the boundaries have been 
altered, hi pursuance of the 2nd section of the last Amend- 
ment Act (12 and 13 Vic. c. 104). 

20. Considerable disposition has recently been shown by 
Boards of Guardians in different parts of Ireland to entertain 
projects for the profitable emiiloyment of the Workhope in- 
mates. Although past experience, in this country and in Eng- 
land, has not been favourable to the opinion that pauper labour 
can he made a direct source of profit beyond a very limited ex- 
tent, we have thought it deshable to distinguish between ttose 
proceedings wliich are directed towards the object of providing 
for the wants of the Workhouse estabhshment by the labour of 
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tlie iiimates, and other projiosals, which appeared to us more 
directly calculated to bring pauper labour into competition with 
the independent workman, and thereby to depress the condition 
of the latter, and, probabty, reduce many to the necessity of 
becoming applicants for relief. To various proj ects of the latter 
class, although occasionally pressed upon our notice by active 
and intelligent Guardians, we have felt it our duty to oppose 
our decided disapproval. Amongst these we may enumerate 
several plans for employing able-bodied inmates of the 'Work- 
house in ordinary agricultm’al work, or in works of improve- 
ment connected with draining and subsoiling upon lands 
belonging to private individuals ; the proposed execution of work 
for manufacturers, witliin the Workliouse ; and, finally, the ma- 
nufacture of articles in the 'Workhouse for sale to otlier Unions, 
or for general sale under market price. We have, at the same 
time, continually urged upon Boards of Guardians the import- 
ance of enforcing industry amongst the inmates of Workhouses, 
not merely for the sake of the economy which may arise from 
the intelligent application of their labour, but still more as the 
means of securmg the discipline of such establishments, and 
maintaining the efficiency of the Workliouse test. 

31. Most of the objections which arise against measures 2 iro- 
posed for the em^iloyment of the adult inmates, apjdy with 
greatly diminished force to those which arc confined to the 
younger olas,ses, wliUe many strong oon.siderations of humunity 
and policy recommend the propriety of provision for the indus- 
trial teaching of the children educated in Workhouses. On 
these grounds we have been at all times disposed to sauc.tion 
measm'es having this tendency ; and we have reason to believe, 
that, under efficient ins^iection, much progress may be expected 
from the children of both sexes who receive instruction in va- 
rious industrial pursuits, in the Workhou.sos in this country. 
The powers vested in us by the Poor Law Extension Act, and 
by the 11th and 13th Vie., c. 33, for forming district Industrial 
Schools, have not yet been called into operation ; nor could it 
.be expected that, under the depressing circumstances which 
have recently affected most parts of this country, the Guardians 
should attempt to found institutions which, tliough calculatoid 
to produce most important and beneficial rosulte for the future, 
.must at the outset entail considerable additional exjieuse. The 
Guardians of several Unions have, however, sought to obtain 
.additional land, for the agricultural instruction of boys, and we 
have recommended their applications for this purpose to your 
Excellency’s ajjproval. Most of these proceedings, have, how- 
ever, been of such recent date, that we consider it premature 
to a,ttempt, at the present time, to express any opinion as to 
their jirobable results. 
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23. The amount expended on Emigration by the Unions in 
Ireland, during the year ended 20th September, 1849, was 
^16,563, showing an increase of ^ 13,787 in comparison with the 
amount expended on the same pm-posesin the preceding year.* 
In paragraph 17 of our last Eeport, we stated that 2,219 orphan 
girls had been sent out as emigrants, chiefly to Australia, and 
that the selection had been made from the Worldiouses of 88 
Unions. The number of this class of emigrants sent out, to 
the present date, is 4,175, selected from H8 Unions, of which 
a more particular account will he found in the Appendix. 

23. The provisions of the statute 12 and 13 Vic., c. 104, 
sections 26 to 28, extending the preUous powers of the Guar- 
dians of Unions, and enabling them to contract loans for ■^e 
pm’iooses of Emigration, have not, as yet, led to any extensive 
results. This circumstance is not owing to any diffloulty in 
finding eligible and willing objects, or to any doubt of tlie ad- 
vantage of sending out oertam classes of inmates, at present 
vei’}' numerous in the Irish Workhouses, but to the great finan- 
cial embarrassments, which for some time past prevailed in 
those districts to which this mode of relief might be applied 
with most advantage. The whole number of persons who have 
been sent out as emigrants, under the provisions of the recent 
Act, is 871, from 18 Unions ; consisting of 201 males aged 15 
and upwards, 400 females, and 270 children or dependents 

under 15 years of age. , 

24. We have made tliis Report to yom- Excellency at an 
earlier date than that of om- Report of last year. We have 
thought it desirable to do this, in order that the necessai-y 
delay incuiTed in tlie printing of the Report the Appen- 
dix may not postpone its presentation to Pai'liament to an 
inconvenient season ; and although a portion of the details 
given in the present Report, wiR thus embrace a period ot Rss 
than one j'ear, a similar defect will not hereafter attach to Re- 
ports made at tlie same time in each succeeding year.

Whereas it appears to us, the Commi.ssioner.s for iidiniid.stering the 
Laws for Eelief of the Poor in Ireland, to he necessary and expedient 
that a Medical Officer should he appointed for tlie Kleetoral Divi.sioii 
of ill the Union, for the jHirposo of allbrding Medical Ee- 

lief out of the Workhouse of the said Union, in the said Electoral 
Division ; now therefore, we do hereby order and direct a.s follows,

Article I — The _ Guardians of the Union shall appoint a 

Medical Officer, subject to our approval of such iippoiiitmoiit ; and 
shall proceed therein according to the rules proserihing the mode 
of appointment of officers, which are contained in ArtieliM 28 and 29 
of the General, Order of the Poor Law Commis,sioners, hearing date 
the fifth day of June, 1844, regulating the proceedings of Guardians, 
and the duties of paid Officers in Ireland.

No. III.— Genehal Osdeb of 8th September, 1849, prescribing 
amended Forms of Rates. 

To the Guabotans of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed; to the Clerk or Clerks to the Jus- 
tices of the Petty Sessions held for the Division or Divisions in 
which the Townlands and Places comprised within the said Unions 
are situated ; and to all others whom it may concern : 

We, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, send greeting : Whereas by a certain General Order 
under their Hands and Seal, bearing date the Twenty-second day of 
September, One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty-three, the 
Poor Law Commissioners, in pursuance of the provisions of an 
Act pa.ssed in the Seventh Year of the Reign of Her present 
Majesty, Queen Victoria, intituled, “ An Act for the further amend- 
merit of an Act for the more effectual Reliof of the I)estitute Poor in 
Ireland j” did prescribe the Form in -wliich Kates should thereafter be 
made in the several Unions in Ireland, and the particulars which 
should be contained in the Rate Books of the same 
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And whei’eas it is enacted by an Act passed in tlic TliirtcenlU 
Year of tlio Eoig'ii of Her said Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to aimnul 
tlie Acts for the more oifectual Relief of the Destitute I’oor in Ire- 
land,” that in all cases the names of occupiers for wliom the imme- 
diate lessor is primarily liable for the payment of rate shall be inserted 
in the Rate Book ; and it is also provided by the said Act that every 
person receiving rent in respect of any hereditaments exempt from

c. bO, the amount of rent received by any person in respect of the same, should be 
inserted in the column headed “ Net Animal Yalue,” and the sum to be inserted 
iu the column headed “ Aniniint of Hate,” shall, iu respect of such hereditaments, 
ho calculated on the amouiiL of such rent at ono-lialf the poundage of the rate.

To the Guardians of the Poor of each of tlie Unions named in the 
Schedules A and B to this Order annexed ; and to all otlicr Per- 
sons whom it may conceni : 

Whereas by orders under our Seal, severally bearing the dates .set 
forth in Scliodules A and B to tliis Order annexed, we, the Conuni.s- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, 
did alter the boundaries of the .several Electoral Divisiou.s of CUfdeu 
Union, and did alter the boundaries of all the otlior Unions named 
in the said Schedule A, and of the Electoral Divisions thereof, and 
did form the new Unions named in the said Schedule B. 

And whereas it is necessary to make an Order under our Seal for 
the adjustment of the lialiilitie,? of the Unions in the said Schedule A,_ 
and of every Electoral Division thereof as existing at the time of 
chano-e, and of the proportionate share thereof to bo borne by the 
Townlands affected by such change ; and likewise for indemnifying 
any Union, Electoral Division, or Townland, for any loss or exchange 
of property occasioned by the alteration of boundaries, aud for 
charging on any such Union, Electoral Division, or Townland, the 
value of any property, or share thereof, acquired or taken in ex- 
change by rea.son of such alteration, aud the expense of such indem- 
nification as aforesaid : 

Now therefore, in exercise of the^ powers given to us in this be- 
half, we do hereby order and direct as follow.s, that i.s to say 

Every Townland formerly comprised in a Union named in the 
said Schedule A, shall be debited — 

Istly. With its share, according to its net amuial value at the time 
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of dmnge, of the balance, if any, .standing against tlie Electoral

Every Townland formerly comprised in the Union, to which sudi 
before-mentioned Towulands have been transferred, and still com- 
prised tlierein, shall be credited with its share according to its net 
annual value at the time of change, of the sums so debited to such 
last-mentioned Townlands as hereinbefore directed. 

And we do hereby further order and dirdot'that all rates made and

And we do hereby further order and direct that the Guardians of 
each of the Unions named in Schedules A and B shall, in respect of 
any balance paid or standing to the credit of any Townland in such 
Union, in the next rate thereafter to be made on the Electoral Divi- 
sion comprising such Townland, reduce the poundage leviable on the 
several rateable hereditaments situate in such Townland, by deduct- 
ing from it the poundage of the sum so paid or standing to the credit 
of such Townland, and the sum so paid to the credit of such Town- 
land shall, after the making of such rate, bo forthwith transferred to 
the credit of such Electoral Division. 

And we do hereby further order and direct, that the Clerk of each 
of the said Unions named in Schedules A and B shall keep an 
account, in a form to be provided for that purpose, entitled “ 21ia 
Union Toxonland Account" in which ho shall enter, 
from time to time, the balances due to or from the several Townlands 
in the Union, and the sums, if any, which shall be paid, or which 
shall be standing, to the credit of each of such Townlands, or the 
sums, if any, which shall bo paid by and on behalf of such Townland, 
until all balances against or in favor of such Townlands shall have 
been liquidated.

AA hercas by an order under our Seal, bearing date the twenty-cighlh 
day of March last, we, the Coimni.s.sioner.s for administering the L’aw.s 
for Eelief of tlie Poor in Ireland, did alter the limits of the Cloglicen 
Union and of the several Electoral Divi.sions thereof, and did separate 
tliei-efrom certain Towuland.s in the said order sot forth, and from a 
portion of the said Townlands, and from other Townlands separated 
from the Union.? of Kilmalloclc and Fermoy, we did, by an order of 
the same date, constitute the new Union of Mitciielstown :

Minute, 2Ath .July, 1849. 

Eead a communication from the Central Board of Health, in refer- 
ence to a Report ivhich the Commissioners had received from Mr. 
Phelan, Poor Law Inspector, stating that his attention had been drawn 
by the Medical Officer of one of the Workhouses which ho liad re- 
cently visited, to a number of patients in the Workliouse, afflicted 
with “ Scurvy,” w'hich the Medical Officer attributed to the want of 
a sufficiency of Vegetables and Milk in the dietary of those per.son.s. 
Mr. Phelan recommended that these articles of food should, as far 
as possible, be made use of in the dietaries of inmates of Workiiousos. 

The Board of Health state that they deem it desirable that the ro- 
Mmmendation of Mr. Phelan should be pi’essod upon the attention of 
Boards of Guardians, as the use of well cooked Vegetables, promotes 
the formation of healthy blood, and is generally beneficial to the 
constitution. 

Ordered— That a copy of the above Minute be sent to each of the 
Poor Law Inspectors, for their information and guidance.

BEING SIGNED : — Circular to Unions. 

Poor Zaia Commission Office, Dublin, 

_ nth August, 1849. 

The Commissioners for administering tlie Laws ibr Relief of tin! 
Poor in Ireland forward herewith a copy of tlio Act 12th and 1:5th 
Vic., cap. 104, passed on the 1st instant, to amend tiie Acts fiir the 
more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland. 

They propose to forward additional copies for the upoof the Board 
of Guardians, when provided with them ; and they will tlion direct the 
notice of the Guardians to the various clauses altering the Eniictments 
hitherto in force, or containing additional provisioits rolatiiis; to the 
administration of Relief. 

_ The Commissioners now desire more immediately to direct atten- 
tion to the 21st Section of tliis Act, which require.^, 



_ 1. That before the making of every Rate (that is, before the 
•signatures requisite for its legal completion are allixcd), the Guar- 
dians shall leave the Rate Books open for the in,spoetion of Rate- 
payers, during fourteen days, and shall give public, notice thereof 
m the same manner as they are now required to give notice that a 
Rate IS made. 



2._ That in all cases the names of Occupiers for whom their Im- 
mediate Lessor is ^-imarily liable for payment of the Rate, .shall 
be inserted in the Rate Books. 



Tlie ^-uardians will see that it is neces.sary to make all future Rates 
n confoimity with these provisions ; and in reference to the first, the 

Rnt!«T present Form. With regard to 

Rates, however, already in preparation, the Commissioners recommend 
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that the names of Occupiers, for whonr tlieir immediate Lessors are 
primarily liable, pursuant to Act 6 & 7 Vic., Cap. 92, he inserted in 
the third column of the present Form, headed “ Description of Pro- 
perty Bated,” which will be a sufficient compliance with the Act, in 
each case placing the name of the Occupier under the description of 
the property held by him. 

The sixth column, headed “ Occupier,” is only applicable to Occu- 
piers on whom the Bate i.s made, and should not be used in any other 
case. 

The Notice to be given when a Bate is prepared, may be in the 
Form annexed, and must be published by posting it on the principal 
door of every Church, Chapel, or other place of Public Worship, in 
each Electoral Division of the Union, and at the other usual places 
therein for posting Public Notices. The Notice must also be^ pub- 
lished in one Newspaper circulating in the County, if any portion of 
the Bate shall be for repayment of the Temporaiy Belief Advances, 
under Act 10 Vic., cap. 7, but not otherioise. 

It is important to observe, that this notice will not supersede the 
Notice to be given when the Bate is actually signed, which must still 
be given jmrsuant to the Act 1 & 2 Vic., Cap. 56, Section 70.

The Board took into considei'ation the following matters : — 

1. The abundant employment likely soon to bo afforded generally 
to tlie labouring class by the Harvest operations : 

2. The Sealed Orders still outstanding under the 2nd Section of 
the Poor Relief Extension Act ; 

3. The debts of the Unions which ai'O at present under tlio man- 
agement of Vice-Guardians ; 

4. The Rate.s which arc, or ouglit to he, in pi’eparation in Iho.sc 
Unions, for prompt collection after Harvest ; 

o. The IPorkliouses .and buildings now used ns additional Work- 
houses in tho.se Unions ; 

6. The discontinuance of the service, s of Vico-Giinrdiims, which 
will talce place on the 1st November next ; 

and tile Board directed the following statement of their view.s to he 
recorded on the Minutes : — 

That in the few Unions in which relief is now given to miy ehtss of 
ahle-hodied persons out of tlio IVorkhoaso, such relief ought, if po.ssihh^, 
to he discontmued from and after the 31st in.stant. 

That, during the interval which may clap, so hotbro the dl,scontinu- 
,ance of the services of Vice-Guardians, they ought to avail thorn, solvc.s 
of the diminished pressure of distress, and take every practicable step 
for restoring the management of the Unions to their re,spoclivo Board,s 
of Guardians, in a condition favourable to the .sncce,ss of the future 
administeation of relief, especially with the view of improving the 
state of the finances ; and, secondly, of ohviating, n,s far as may lie in 
their power, all necessity for resuming hereafter the practice of re- 
lieving ahle-hodied persons out of the Workhouse. 

Keeping these points in view, it is the duty of the Vice-Gnnrdians 
to miike and collect, with all convenient do.spatch, such Rato.s as they 
may find necessary to meet the requirements of the .several Eleetoi-al 
Divisions in the Union, and as they may consider there is a reasonable 
prospect of coUeoting promptly after Harvest. 

They should likewise apply themselves to the con-sideration of the 
existing Workhouse arrangements, hotli as regards the main Work- 
house and the auxiliary buildings used as additional Workhouses. The 
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disadvantages felt in roforoucc to tlio' latter have been tlieir inappro- 
pi'iatoness, generally, to the purposes of discipline and classification, 
and the expense of maintaining such establishments separately from 
the main Workhouse. It appears to the Commissioners, that the Vice- 
Guardians should apply themselves, at this season, to remedy these 
disadvantages as far as practicable. It is of essential importance on 
the one hand, that the Boards of Guardians should have at their disposal 
as much Workhouse accommodation as can be obtained withont too 
groat a sacrifice in Establishment charges ; while at the same time it 
is clear, that the value of siroh accommodation will altogether depend 
on the character of the arrangements, and that if the latter are not such 
as to insure the preservation of order and discipline, the occupation 
of the buildings used as additional Workhouses will tend only to an 
increase of expenditure, aird not to an efficient administration of relief. 

It is further essential to the future success of the administration of 
the law, that the Workhouses should be restored to the management 
of the respective Boards of Guardians in sncli a state as will enable 
them to use the test of admission to the Workhouse withoirt danger 
to the health of any class of recipients of relief; and with this view, 
the Vicc-Guai'dians should take advantage of the present season to 
have every building in succession tborouglily cleansed and purified, 
the necossai’y wliitcwasliing done, the cesspools emptied, and all the 
pumps, sewers, and di'ains placed in good working order. 

Any defects still existing in the means of ventilation should like- 
wise bo remodiod. Another important arrangement as a sanatory 
precaution, is the provision beforehand of sufficient stocks of bedding 
and clothing to meet any sudden pressure of applications for relief, 
and to obviate tho practice sometimes caused by the want of such 
preparation, of permitting newly-admitted inmates to remain for a time 
in their own clothing. 

It is extremely desirable that any steps which may still he wanting 
to perfect the arrangements for the industrial employment of the several 
classes of inmates, should be taken before tho Vice-Guardians leave 
office.

c. 104.

l! The Commissioners for administering the Laws for B elief of tho 
Poor in Ireland transmit herewith for the use of the [Board of Guar- 
dians or Vice-Guardians] of Union, copies of the Act 

12 and 13 Vic., e. 104, which received the Royal assent on the 1st 
August, 1849, to amend the Acts for tho more effectual Relief of the 
Destitute Poor in Ireland; and the Commissioners desire to call 
attention to some of the provisions of this Act, which materially alter 
the present state of the law. 
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2. The first section of the Act lays clown a new rule for clotenniniiijj 
the chargeahility of persona nialdng application for relief aftcu- ilio 
■ passing of the Act, and declares, that “for the purpose of charging 
the expense of reliel to any Electoral Eivision, every person making 
application for Relief shall, after the passing of this Act, ho deemed 
to have been resident in such Electoral Division in which, during the 
period of three years next immediately before his application for relief, 
he shall have been longest usually resident, whether by usually oceii- 
pying any tenement situate, or by usually sleeping within, such dis- 
trict: provided always, that where any such person shall not have 
occupied a tenement, or slept within any such Electoral Division for 
at least twelve months in the whole during the said period of three 
years, the expense of the relief of such person shall in such case bo 
borne by, and charged against the whole Union in which he or she is 
relieved.” This section further provides, that “where any person 
chargeable to any Electoral Division shall have received relief, 
and shall cease to be relieved, and shall thereafter, within the 
period of twelve months again begin to receive I’elief, such last men- 
tioned relief shall be chargeable on the Electoral Division to which 
such person was in the first instance chargeable.” It is also provided 
by the same section, that the cost of the relief of destitute poor who 
shall not have resided in the Union where such relief is given, for the 
last three years next previous to receiving such relief,” shall he 
charged, according to the Act 10 Vic., c. 31, § 12. The effect of fhi.s 
last proviso is to separate the persons relieved 'into two distinct classes, 
namely, — those who have resided for the three last years within the 
Union, ttnd those who have not so re.sidod; and the chargeahility 
of the former clas.s is regulated by the new rule of residence laid down 
in this section, while that of the latter will ho according to the law ins 
it stood before the passing of this Act. 

_3. It is provided by section 63 of 1st and 2nd Vic., c. 56, that cer- 
tain hereditaments exclusively used for charitable or public iturposcM 
should not he rateable, “except where any j)rivate profit or use shall 
be directly derived therefrom, in which case the iier.sou dcrivin-r such 
profit or use shall be liable to be rated as an occupier, accordhur to 
the annual value of such profit or use.” Doubts having ansen 
whetlier, under these provisions, persons in receipt of rent for such 
hereditaments are rateable in respect of the same, the 10th .section 
of the present Act declares, that in any Rato made after the pas.siu"- 
thereof, every person receiving rent in respect of any hcrcditamciit 
exempt from rating under 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, shall bo liable to bo rated 
m re.speet of such rent to the extent of ono-half the poundage of every 
Rate assessed upon the Electoral Division in which .such hereditament 
IS situate. And such Rato is recoverable from the person liable by 
the same means as Rates are recoverable directly from Irnniediam 
Lessors 111 respect of tenements valued under four pounds, pursuant 
to 6 & 7 ^ 1C., c. 92, § 2. It k desirable that tlio Guardians .should 
take immediate steps for ascortaming all the case.s of this kind cxi.stino- 
in each Electoral Division of the Union. 

4. Sections 15, 17, and 18, contain provisions for more simple and 
efiectual proceedings for the recovery of Ratos in certain cases. Sec- 
tion la declares that any action or suit brought by Guardians in the 
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Superior Courts in Dublin for the recovery of Hates, shall be an 
action of assumpsit or debt, and provides for the adoption of a short 
form of declaration. Under § 17, a Civil Bill Decree for Poor Rates 
may be filed as a judgment of any of the superior Courts of Law in 
Dublin, and be deemed a record of .such Court, having the same force 
and effect as a judgment of the Court. Section 18 declares that 
decrees so filed and any judgement obtained for Poor Rates in an 
action or suit in any of the superior Courts, shall, after registration, 
be a charge on the lands, and have priority as such over all other 
charges and incumbrances whatsoever, except Crorvn and Quit Rents, 
Tithe Rent Charge, and Charges, if anj', already existing under the- 
Drainage Act 5 & 6 Vic., o. 89, and the Land Improvement Act 10 & 
11 Vic., c. 32. 

5. Section 19 provide.s that no proceeding shall be taken for the 
recovery of arreai's of Poor Rates against any person not primarily 
liable to pay the Rate, after the lapse of two years from the making of 
.such Rate. This provision, however, applies only to Rates made after 
the passing of the Act, and does not extend to the recovery of Rates 
made before the passing of this Act, nor to the recovery of Rate from 
the person liable in the first instance to pay it, whether such Rate be 
made before or after the passing of the Act. 

6. Section 30 gives power to proceed by Civil Bill against an Im- 
mediate Lessor for Rate to which he is primarily liable, before the 
Assistant Barristers for the County, and in the division in which the 
tenements rated are situated, on serving him, or his known agent, or 
the receiver of his rents, with fourteen days’ notice of the proceeding 
about to be taken against him by service of process ; and the service 
of process on the Immediate Lessor, or his known agent, or i-eceiver 
of his rents, at any place out of such Division and County, are declared 
to be as eficetual a.s if made witJiin such Division. 

7. The 24th Section of the new Act requires that the Guardians of 
each Union .should cause books containing the name.s of the persons 
relieved out of the Workhouse, arranged under the heads of the Town- 
lands on which they are stated to have last resided, to be kept for the 
several Electoral Divisions and the Union at large ; and such books 
are to be open to the in.speotion of Rate-payers from 10 to 4 o’clock 
on one day at least in each week. Section 25 requires that a statement 
should be prepared and posted on the door of the W orkhouse on every 
Saturday, showing tlie number of persons relieved in the Union during 
the seven days ? 2 exi preceding, either in or out of the Workhouse, 
and the numbers chargeable again.st the respective Electoral Divisions, 
and the Union at large. The Commissioners will cause fonns to be 
prepared and transmitted to you for these accounts, and it will rest 
with the Guardians to determine the day in each week on which the 
li.st of persons receiving relief will bo open for inspection at the Woilc- 
house.

I am directed by tlie Commissioners for administering tlio Laws 
for Belief of tire Poor in Ireland, to state tliat they have caused Fonns 
of Books for entering the names of persons relieved and charged upon 
the several Electoral Divisions and the Union at large respectively, 
in pursuance of Section 24 of 12 & 13 Vic., c. 104, to he prepared; 
and such Books should he immediately procured in the usual manner. 

A separate Book is required to he kept for each Electoi'al Division, 
and one for the paupers ohai’geahle to the Union at lai-go. The Form 
for the Books is annexed hereto. These hooks are i equired hy section 24 
of the above Act, to he left open to the inspection of all persons asses.sod 
to the Poor Rate within the Union, from ten in the forenoon till four 
in the afternoon, on one day at least in each week ; and the Guardians 
should give public notice of the day which they may select for that 
pm-pose. 

In the Book for the Union at large, one or more separate pages 
(according to the population and prohahlo number of applicants for 
relief) should he reserved for each townland in the entire Union, and 
the names of all persons admitted to relief and charged to the Union 
at large, should ho entered under the head of tlio townland in which 
they are stated to have last resided, a separate scrii'.s of numlu'rs (to 
be entered in the 1st col. of form I.) being employed for I'ach town- 
land. 

In the Book for each Electoral Division, one or more separate pages 
should, in the same manner, ho re.scrved for each townland in that 
Electoral Division, and the names of all persons admitted to relief and 
charged to that Electoral Division, should be entered under the head 
of the townland in the Division in which they arc .stated to have hast 
resided according to the Register. 

The uamo.s of all persons previously in receipt of relief, who may 
be re-admitted to the Workliouse, or again idlowcd Out-i'clief, should 
be entered anew with a proper reference iu the 7th col. to tlie imiuher 
in the 1st col. corresponding to the previous entry of their luimc.s under 
the head of the same townland. 

Annexed is also the Form for the statement of tlie ntimhcr.s roliovod 
in the Union, and chargeable against the several Electoral Divisions 
and the Union at large respectively, to he posted each week on the 
door of the Union IVorkhou.se, in pursuance of Section 25 of the same 
Act.

I ho Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of tlm 
1 001 * in Ireland request your iittciitioii to tlui provisions rclatiiii? to 
non-icsideiit Justices qualified to be Itlx-oflicio (jruurdiuuH, in the 7th 
section of the new Act, 12 & 13 Vic., c. 104, for the amendment of 
the Acts for Relict of tlxe Destitute Poor. 

This section provides, that in any Union in which the munher of 

•Justices qualihed to he Ex-otheio Guardians, accordimi to tlio Acts 
previously in foi-cc, shall, on the 29 tli September, in any year, not be 
equal to the number of Elected Guardians, then every Justice acting 
for any county, and otherwise qualified to be an Ex-offlcio Guardian 
ot any Union within such county, and who shall he seised, possessed, 

•App. A, Ko. 3, p. 31. 
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or entitled, for his own use and benefit, ofor to any lands or heredita- 
ments ■untliin such Union, or in the rents and profits thereof for anr 
life m- lives in being, or for any term of twenty-one years at the le.ost 
.siieh Estate being of the yearly value of Fifty Pounds at the least, 
■shall, for the year next following such 29th September, be an Ex-officio 
txuardian of such UAion, although not resident therein. 

You should accordingly, on the 29th September next, and in each 
subsequent year, ascertain whether the iiiiiiiber of resident Justices 
qualified under the 23rd .section of the Act 1 & 2 Vic., cap. 56,— that 
is, being a “ Justice of the Peace residing in the Ehiion, and'nctinu- 
for the county in -ndiich he so rcside.s, and not being a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or Assistant B.arrister, or a person in Hofy Orders, or a 
regular Minister of any religious denomination,” — i.s les.s than the 
mmbor of Elective Guardians. If it be. you should then ascertain 
whether any J astiees resident out of the Union po.ssess an e.state in 
the Union of the kind and value prescribed in that enactment. In 
ascertaining this, the statements of claims to vote in the election of 
Guardians, under section 4 of 1 & 2 Vhc., o. -56, and section 24 of 
6 & 7 Vic., c. 9J, and the registers thereof which are required to bo 
kept, may assist you : and 3'ou should avail yourself of anj' other sources 
of information that may be open to you. Even where parties who 
may be qualified to be Ex-officio Guardians under the provi.sions 
above cited, do not claim or wish to act, they are, nevertheless, in- 
vested with the office; and it i,s important to ascertain preci.sely, at the 
29th September in each year, what the entire number of Ex-officio 
Guardians may be, and what parties possess the privilege to act. 

In ca.se it be found that the number of non-re.sident Ju.stiee.s so 
qualified would, when added to those qualified under 1 & 2 Vic., c. 56, 
exceed the number of elective Guardians, it is further provided, that of 
the highest rated of the non-resident Justices qualified under 12 & 
13 Vic., c. 104, such only .shall be entitled to act as will make the 
whole number of Ex-officio Guardian.s equal to that of the Elective 
Guardians ; the highest rated Justices being in such case ascertained 
ill manner provided in section 16 of 10 Vic. c. 31. 

If the number of Justices qualified according to the original provi- 
sions in section 23 of 1 & 2 Vic.., e. 56, exceed the numbeimf Elective 
Guardians, yon will, in like manner, proceed in accordance with the 
1 6th section of 10 Vic., 0. 31, <a.s pointed out in the Commissioners’

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to state, that by a provision in an Act of the 
last Session of Parliament, 12 and 13 Yk., cap. 86, authoriziug the 
Public Work.s’ Loan Commissioners to make additional advances tor 
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building 'Worklioiises in Ireland, the sums to he issued for such pur- 
poses are directed not to exceed the amount which after tlic passing 
of the Act may ho from time to time received in repayment of the 
AVorkhouse Loans heretofore made; and tlio Commissioners have 
therefore to call the attention of the Guardians of each Union now 
owinf instalments on account of such loans, to the requisitions which 
have°heen made by the Public AAforka’ Loan Commissioners for ]iay- 
ment of such Instalments, and to point out the legal necessity wJiich 
exists for having these Instalments paid to the full extent whidi tlie 
other necessary claims upon them will admit, and so also with respect 
to the further Instalments as they shall beenmo due, until the wliole 
amount of the loan shall have been repaid ; the issue of the loans now 
required for additional Workhouses, being contingent on the amount 
of such repayments. 

The Commissioners request that the Guardians will cau.se to he 
entered on their Minutes an account of the several Instalments already 
due, payment of which has been called for, showing the total amount 
of them, also the several payments made, showing the balance at pre- 
sent due.

12..^Ciiamied Peat: — Circular to Unions as to its use in TUork^ 
liouses for deodorising Night-soil. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiK, IGtli November, 1849. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to bring under the notice of the Board of 
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■ Gruardiana the valuable pi-opertios of chnvrod pout as an agent for 
diminishing, if not for destroying', i)utrosront or otf<msiv(! odours 
arising from the privies and sewers of Worklionaos, and the manner 
and quantity in which that article should lift used for sneh purpose. 

The Commissioners learn that the. experiment has been tried -with 
the most satisfactory results in the Workhouse of linniseorthy Union, 
where the sewers leading from the girls’ jirivy into tlui eosspool, a 
ilistance of about twelve feet, having ber.ome, choked, and eonse.- 
quently very offensive, it was found necessary to have tlie llagging 
raised to allow the water thrown in to flow; but previous to a portion 
of the inmates being put to cleanse the sewer, the Master of the. 
Workhouse, with a view to destroy the efllu>-ium, if po.s.siblc, caiisial 
one stone weight of charred peat to be emptied into the privy, when, 
the Commi.ssioner.s understiind, that the desired result ibllowed, the 
offensive smell being instantly destroyed. A .similar quantity of 
charred peat having been thrown into the cttsspools from time to 
time, while they were being cloan.sed, the parties employed in that 
work were enabled to perform it without suffering from the offcn.sive 
odour, which oii former occasions was almost unendurable, while the 
surrounding atmosphere did not appear to be in any degree tainted. 

So well satisfied with the result of those experiments do the Guar- 
dians of Enniscorthy Union appear to be, that they have made in- 
quiries with a view to the purchase of a further supply of charred 
pent, and have expre.ssed their opinion that its application as a disin- 
fecting agent .should render it an object of universal use. 

The Commi.s.sioner.s, on thi.s matter being brought nndor their nothas 
addressed a commnnication to Sir Robert Kano, veqneHting that he 
would have the kindness to fnrni,sh them with any information which 
he might be able to afford in reference to the employment of charred 
peat, for the above-mentioned purpose, and they have boon favmtred 
by that eminent ehemi.st with a reply, a copy of which is subjoined.

In reference to your letter of the 23rd ultimo, enclosing a letter 
from_ the Master of Enniscorthy Workhouse to the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, and expressing the wish of the Commissione.rs tliat I 
should report as to how far the proposed employment of peat charcoal 
for disinfecting night-soil might be practicable or advantageous, I 

beg to state my opinion as follows : 

.it would be, as I believe, of very considerable utility if some effec- 
ti\e plan were adopted in those public institutions where great 
numbers of persons reside, as poor-houses, barracks, gaols, &c., to 
economize the excrementitious materials which are now removed by 
sewerage, and run to waste. Those materials are of the very highest 
importance as manures. They ought to have considerable money 
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valiip, and would actually have that value if the farming clas.se, s in 
the neighhom-hood of towns were once convinced of their practical 
tisefiilnes,5 ; hut as long as. the official persons who have charge of 
tho.SB institutions appear only anxious to wash those matters away, 
and to reject them as not worth any attempt, to utilize them, the 
agricultural classes cannot be blamed for allowing in their houses and 
farms a .similar waste, and thereby perpetuating what i.s the most 
serious obstacle to agricultural improvement in this country — the 
w'ant of pei'ception of the value of those dome.stic manures, which 
might he so easily returned to the land. 

I certainly consider the present system of -waste of the excrementi- 
tioiis matters of our public institutions as setting a most evil example, 
and I consider that even a single poor-house or other institution giv- 
ing a different ■ example, might lead to improved habits among the 
farmers of its neiglibourhood, and thereby, even if it received no 
money return for the manure.s, would tend to lighten the taxation of 
its locality by favouring the production of food. 

On general principles, therefore, I beg to .state my full concurrence 
in the object of the plan adopted in the Enniscorthy poor-house ; and 
further to state, that the mode of disinfecting the night-soil for use 
by means of peat charcoal, appears to me a satisfactoi’y plan. 

The property of charcoal to absoi’b gases and odorant vapours has 
been long known, and it possesses also the property of absorbing and 
combining with foetid or decomposing animal and vegetable matters, 
even -ndien dis.solved in water. Hence foul rvater on .ship-board may 
bo rendered fit for use by charcoal. That the receptacles of the night- 
soil of a large establishment may bo disinfected, and the nuisance of 
feetid smells removed by the charcoal, i.s a rvell-established fact ; and 
it is of interest also, that the addition of the charco.al does not iuter- 
fei’e in any way with the future u.so of the material as manure, but 
on the contrary, might be expected to give itself some additional 
value to it. 

It is, however, impossible to lay down any general rule as to the 
quantity of charcoal to bo used in any case ; it ranst be decided by 
local experience of a feiv trials. It is important, howevei’, to observe 
that the additions of charcoal had better be from the commencement, 
that is to say, there should not be allowed to accumulate a large mass 
of fcctid material before any charco.al is added. The necessary inter- 
mixture could then hardly take place, but certain moderate quan- 
tities of charcoal should bo at frequent intervals introduced into 
the reservoirs or tanks where the night-soil or urine may collect, and 
the whole being thus kept free from offensive odours or putrefaction, 
the reservoir could bo emptied wdien a sufficient quantity had accu- 
mulated. 

What is indispeu.sable to the success of the disinfecting of excre- 
ments by means of charcoal is, that the .charcoal shall be used fresh, 
and befoi-e it has been exposed for any time to the air. Charcoal, ^th- 
in even a few hours after having been prepared, absorbs from the air 
gases and moisture which excessively diminish, if they do not destroy, 
its power of absorbing the foetid gases of the putrifying animal mat- 
ters. Hence it -would be indispensable for permanent or real success 
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in tills method to'prepai-o the chni-eoal on the locality, ami to use it 
immediately on being prepared. 

The tnrf could he carbonized either in heaps or in cylinders, hut I 
do not deem it necessary .at present to enter into any description of 
those processes, as they may be hereafter .supplied .should tlic Com- 
nii.ssioners desire information on tlie subject.

Phelan, in which he states that the existing arrangements for drying 
Clothes, &c., in many Workhouses, is still very defective, being 
generally a large stove in the drying-room, and he states that much 
injury is the consequence, the necessary supply of sheets, &c., not 
being dried. 

The Commissioners forward to you herewith a drawing prepared 
by Mr. Wilkinson, for the erection of a Drying Closet, and they reque.st 
that you will be .so good as to bring the subject under the consi- 
deration of the Board.s of Guardians of any Cnion.s under your charge, 
in which the oxi.sting arrangemenl.s are of the defective character 
adverted to by Mr. Phelan. 

^ The Conuni.s.sioners understand that the co.st of erecting a Dryinn' 
Closet according to the encMsed plan, would be about £ 100 for the 
smaller houses, and £120 for the larger houses. 

Draw ings will be supplied from this Office to any Union wdiere it 
may be determined to erect a Drying Closet.

T miR Claims : — Circular of Instructions to Clerks and Returning 
Ofneers of Unions.

_ihe (Mmmis.sioners for administering the Law's for Relief of the 
destitute P^r in Ireland, having reason to believe that in some 
Unions the Books required to be kept (in Forms D 1, 2, and 3, re- 
.'-peetively, ajqiended to the Order for regulating the proceedings in 
elections of Guardians) for the registry of owners’ statements of 
claims to vote, and aiipointments of proxies and theii- claims, have not 
Deen duly kept up and revised from time to time in manner pre- 
smbed, deem it necess.ary to call attention to the provisions of the 
oor Keliei Acts, and to the Commissioners’ regulations i.'^sued 
m pursuance thereof, in this behalf. 
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2. The provisions of the acts relating to such statements and regis- 
ters are contained in sect. 84 of 1 and 2 Vic., c. 56, as amended by 
sect. 24 of 6 and 7 Vic., c. 92, to -which your special attention is 
requested, as well as to sect. 26 of the latter act. The first-named 
.section sets forth the particulars required to be stated in such claims, 
v'hich must be lodged one calendar mouth before the owner or bis 
proxy can vote as such; and requires that the Guardians, or the 
person acting as returning officer, should regi.ster such claims in 
maimer provided. If at any election the returning officer have rea- 
sonable cause to doubt the correctness of a claim to vote, made by 
any person with respect of net rent, the returning officer is required 
by the last-cited section not to admit such person to vote, until he 
shall have produced evidence, to the satisfaction of the returning 
officer, of the amount of such rent. 

S* The regulation.s for the conduct of elections of Guardians have 
accordingly provided for the due reception, registry, and revision of 
such claims from time to time, as follows : — 

“ Aut. 3.* Pei'sons liable to pay or contribute rate in respect of 
any property not in their actual occupation, or in respect of any in- 
terest equivalent to profit-rent arising out of property occupied by 
them, may, in making statements of their claim to vote, foUow the 
Form A 1, or A 2, hereunto annexed.f as the case may I'equire ; hut 
anv statement 'which contains the particulars required by the 1st and 
2nd Vic., c. o6, sect. 84, Avill be .sufficient. 

“ Aut. 4.* Rate-payers in appointing pi'oxie.s, and proxies in mak- 
ing statements of their claim.? to vote, may follow the Forms marked 
B 1 and 2, hereunto annexed but any statement which contains 
the particulars required by the 1st and 2nd ’\''ic., c. 56, sect. 84, will 
be sufficient. 

‘‘ Art. 5* The Returning Offi(!or shall keep a register of such 
statements of rate-pajmrs claiming to vote, and of such appointments 
and .statements of proxies as shall be given to him, according to the 
Form marked D 1, I) 2, or D 3,t the case may require ; and the 
Clerk shall keep a similar register of all such statements and appoint- 
ments as ma'S’’ be given to the Guardians. 

“Art. 6. *Tlie Returing Officer shall forthwith, on the receipt of 
this order, and from time to time thei'eafter as occasion may arise, re- 
vise, amend, andx>orfect the several registries of claims, D 1, D 2, and 
D 3 ;t and to this end, if he shall have reasonable cau.se to doubt the 
correctness of any claim to vote, made b}' any person in respect of 
rent received and retained by such person, he shall require such per- 
son to produce ev'idence of the amount of such rent, to his satisfac- 
tion : and where such evidence shall have been given, he shall amend 
or affirm the entry of net annual value of such rent in the register, 
according to his judgment; and shall record the same by a memoran- 
.dum on the margin of the register, dated and signed, making reference

t The fonns of statements, appointments, and register hooks here relcrrea to,

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therein to the documents upon wliicli his opinion is founded ; and in 
every case in which evidence of the amount of the rent shall not have 
been produced to his satisfaction, or in which ho shall he satisfied that 
the claim to vote is fictitious, or otherwise invalid, he shall record the 
fact, together with his opinion thereon, in like manner as is above 
directed, by a memorandum on the margin of the register, dated and 
signed, making reference therein to the documents, if any, on which 
his opinion is founded.” 

4. Inconvenience and irregularity, it is believed, lias occurred in 
.some instances from the discovery at the time of an election, of errors 
or defects in the registry prescribed, from omission of claims therein, 
or from retaining on record the claims of persons deceased, or from 
other causes, where the original statements of claim, owing to changes 
of officers or other circumstances, are not themselves forthcoming. 
The Commissioners therefore reqne.st, with a view to future elections 
of Guardians, that you will see whether, in the Union for which you 
act, the prescribed registers have been duly kept up to the pre,sent 
time j and if not, that they be perfected before another election takes 
place. Care should be taken also to revise the entries in any existing 
registers with a view to their proper correction where the origintu 
claimants have died, or other changes affecting the validity or conti- 
nuance of the claims have taken place. 

5. The Commissioners take ;this opportunity to observe, that 
although an owner or proxy is not entitled, under sect. 24 of 6 and 7 
\ ie. c. 92, to vote until one calendar month after he shall have made 
the prescribed statement or appointment and claim, it is not necessary 
that he should make or renew such statement, &c., a month before each 
election ; ^the statements of claim, &c., may be made at any time, and 
they continue effective as long as the parties remain in po.ssession of 
the interests described therein, and in the ease of a prox)-, until the 
appointme'nt be revoked, or the oivner himself resume the exercise of 
his right to vote, or either of the parties dies. 

6. Any such statements, &c., should be duly preserved ; and in 
case there be reason to believe that any that may have been already 
lodged have not been handed over to you by any previous officer, or 
not registered, you should make inquiry of such officer, or otherwise 
endeavour to obtain them, and forthwith see that they be recorded in 
the proper form of register book, and that the directions in the above- 
quoted articles of the election order be duly complied with.

QUERIES. 

3 . tVhetlier, on the tennination of the 
tenancy of land preidonsly rated to tlie 
Poor Rate, tlie immediate uivner, having 
exercised liis right of possession, is 
liable to be sued by Civil Bill for any 
arrear of such Poor Rates in tlie capa- 
city of subsequent occupier thereof, un- 
der section 71, without hanng been fii’st 
rated as occupier of the land ? 

2. Whether, on the expiration of such 
tenancy, the owner, not having done 
any act which can be regarded as an act 
done in exercise of his right of posses- 
sion, can be sued by Ciril Bill for such 
aiTear of Poor Rates, or can be rated as 
occupier of such land until he does 
some act in exercise of his right ? 



OPINION. 

I think, in a case of this description, 
when the tenancy has deteimined and 
the landlord entered into possession, he 
can be proceeded against by Civil Bill, 
the Rate having been previously de- 
manded of him ; and it is not neeessaiy 
that he should be first rated. 

Ithink if tlie tenancy has been legally 
detenuined, so that the actual right to 
the occupation is vested exclusively in 
the landlord, veiy slight evidence indeed 
ivill be suflicient to render him liable as 
occupier, tliough I consider some iieces- 
sari'; but if the right of possession or 
occupation is really vested in a tenant 
who quits or abandons his farm before 
the detemiination of his tenancy, clear 
and unequivocal eridence will be re- 
quii'ed to render the landlord liable as 
occupier,

and what districts of the Union. 

If a contract has not yet been made for vaccination in every dis-i 
trict of the Union, tlie Commissioners request tiie attention of the 
Guardians to the subject at their next meeting, with a view to their 
making the necessary ai-rangements in pursuance of the Act. 

Section 6 of the above Act directs that the Guardians of evei'y 
Union m Ireland, shall divide such Union into districts of convenient 
extent, for the purposes of the Act, and shall contract with competent 
Medical Practitioners for the period of a year, and so from year to 
year as each contract may expire, for the vaccination of all persons 
who may come to them for the purpose ; and the Guardians will 
observe, in making such contracts, that it is provided in section 1 of 
the Act, “ that it shall be a condition of every such contract, that the 
amount of the remuneration to be received under the same, sh.all 
depend on the number of persons who, not having been previously 
vaccinated,” shall be successfully vaccinated by the Medical Prac- 
titioners respectively contracting. 

It appears from information which the Commissioners have had 
before them, in reference to some parts of the country, that there has 
recently been a marked increase in the munber of oases of small jjox 
and the mortality therefrom, and the Commissioners request, that if 
vaccination contracts have not yet been entered into by the Board of 
Guardians of Union, for every district of 

the Union, the Guardians will not fail to advertise, without delay, 
for tenders to vaccinate in each district of tlie Union for wliieh a 
contract docs not already exist, at a fixed sum per case.

17 Insurance op Auxiliary ITorkhouses and Goods

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to .state, that it appears, from the returns in 
this office, that a large number of Union Auxiliary Workhouses have 
not been insured. The Commissioners, therefore, think it advisable 
that the Guardians should, at once, make application to the landlords 
of such temporary Workhouses to have them insured without delay, 
and that the Guardians should themselves take immediate steps for 
effecting insurances on the Union propei-ty in those buildings. 

The Commissioners are not enabled to ascertain, from the returas 
before them, whether, in Unions where fever hospitals have been 
separately erected on the Workhouse site, such hospitals are included 
in the insurance of the W^orkhouse premises j and the Commissionens 
recommend that, where the policy does not specifically include such 
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fever hospitals, a separate insurance be effected, or a new policy 
obtained, for that object. 

The Commissioners also deshe to state that, if the consent of the 
Insurance Company for the manufiieture of flax and wool in the 
Workhouse has not been already obtained, and j)ermission endorsed 
on the policy, it should be applied for -without delay.

18 — ^Limitation oe Period fob Contisitance of Belief ik 
Individual Cases: — Ch’cular to Unions.

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Belief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the fact, that a 
pi-actice prevails in some Unions of authorizing out-door relief, with- 
out limiting the period for -which it is intended that relief shall be. 
given ; and as this practice is contrary to the intention of the Com- 
missioners’ regulations relating to the administration of out-door 
relief, and might, in some cases, have the effect of permitting relief 
to be continued for a longer period than the actual necessity of the 
case required, the Commissioners deem it right to call the attention of 
the Board of Guardians to the subject, and to point out that the 
Application and Beport Book is framed with a view to the Guardians’ 
directions being given in each case, , as to the duration, as well as to 
the nature of the relief ordered — the second column under the 
general head, “ Decision and Order of the Board of Guardians on 
the Application,” being headed, “Nature and Duration of the Belief 
ordered.” 

The Commissioners desire, at the same time, to observe, that 
although the Believing Otfleers are bound to avoid administering 
relief, in any case, beyond the period for which it is actually needed, 
and would be held liable to censui-e or removal, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case, in the event of their continuing relief impro- 
perly, still the legal liability for the cost of any relief administered 
beyond the period for which it was required, or could legally be 
afforded, might be held to attach to the Guardian by whose initials 
the relief was authorised, if authorized by him without any recorded 
limitation as to the period. '•

19. — Vaccination : — Ch-oular to Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 14</i March, 1850. 

Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circidar of 15th January last, 
stating that in some parts of the country there appears to have been 
recently a marked increase in the uinnber of cases of small pox, and 
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the mortality tlierefrom, I am clireetecl by the Commissioners f<m 
administering the Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to 
state, that from further information which has come before them, it 
appears that many persons admitted into AVorlchouses have never been 
vaccinated. The Commissioners, therefore, think it desirable, for the 
protection of such inmates against small pox, in case of its occurrence 
in the ATorkhouse, that the Medical Officer should examine the inmates 
of the AV'orkliouse, and ascertain whether each of them has been vac- 
cinated, and should vaccinate any not already vaccinated. 

The Medical Officer should also, in the examination which he is 
required to make of the inmates on their admission into tiic AA’'ork- 
house (in pursuance of the AV’orkliouse Reguhitious, Articles 4 and 5, 
and Article 68, No. 2), in like manner ascertain whether they have 
been vaccinated, and vaccinate any who have not been previously 
vaccinated, and who are in a fit state to be vaccinated. 

The Commissioners request that the Board of Guardians will give 
instructions accordingly to the Medical Officer of the AVorkhouse, and 
to any other Medical Officer of the Union attending any auxiliary 
AVorkhouse or Workhouses therein. 

The Commissioners take the opportunity of requesting, likewise, 
in case vaccination contracts under 3 and 4 ATct. cap. 29, have not 
been entered into for the whole Union; that the Guardians will take 
steps for entering into such contracts with competent medical prac- 
titioners, for any parts of the Union not already included in such 
contracts.

1. Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circular of 1st December 
last, of which a copy is herewith enclosed, respecting owners’ state- 
ments of claims to vote, and appointments of proxies and their 
claims, and to the alterations which have been since made in the 
boundaries of -some of the Unions to which that Circular was issued, 
I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, to call your attention to paragi'aphs 
5 and 6 of that Circular, and to state, that the recent alteration of 
any Union has not the effect of preventing any person from exer- 
cising his right to vote, who w’ould otherwise be entitled to vote in 
pursuance of a statement of claim made at any previous election, 
and not less than one mouth before the time for voting in the present 
election, in respect of property situated in any of the present elec- 
toral divisions of the L’niou ; and if you have not already received 
the statements and appointments that may have been made iu regard 
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to any properties now in the Union for which you act, hut not here- 
tofore in it, or the Registers thereof, you should apply to the Clerks 
of the respective Unions in which such properties were heretofore 
situate, for the same ; and, in like manner, if you have had any such 
statements relating to properties not now in the Union for which you 
act, you should hand them over to the Clerk of the Union in which 
the respective properties are now included. 

2. The Returning Officer, however, is not hound, under Article 21 
of the Election Regulations, to cause any Voting Papers to be deli- 
vered out of the Electoral Division for which it may he necessary to 
is.sue Voting Papers ; and if the places named by the owners or 
proxies who have made claims, at which the Voting Papers are to be 
left, be not in any case udthin the respective divi.sions in which the 
property is now situate, you should immediately communicate with 
such parties, and request them to name a place within the division, 
and point out to them that otherwise they can only vote in manner 
provided in Article 27 of the Election Regulations, to which your 
attention is requested ; and you should apprize the parties concerned 
as above of the substance of the regulation in that article. 

3. You should also take care that the respective statements and 
appointments of proxies in force in reference to the present Union 
and divisions, be registered accordingly in the proper books, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act and the Regidations referred 
to in the enclosed circular.

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22 Recovery op Poor Rates : — Cii-ciilar to Unions, and Opinion 

of the Attorney-General in reference to Provisions of Petty Ses- 
sions’ Act. . 

Poor Paw Commission Office, JJuhhn, 
gjji^ March 19iA, 1850. 

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland to state, for the information of the 
Board of Guardians, that the attention of the Commissioners having 
been drawn to the question, whether proceedings for the recovery of 
poor rate, by summons before Justices, are aft'ected by the 11th sec. 
of the Act 12 & 13 Vic., cap. YO, for facilitating the performance of 
the duties of Justice.^ of the Peace out of Quarter Sessions, the 
Commissioners have obtained the opinion of the Attorney-General 
for Ireland on the subject, as follows : — 

In answer to a question whether the provisions of the 11th section 
of the Act referred to, can be held to confine Collectors of Poor Rate 
in proceeding by complaint and summons before a Justice of the 
Peace, to a period of six months from the time when the matter of 
complaint arose, the Attorney-General has stated his opinion that the 
Act does apply to proceedings by Collectors of Poor Rate, and that 
they must proceed within six months. 

With regard to the question whether the time when the matter of 
complaint arose must be deemed to be the time of the making of the 
Rate, or the time of refusal to pay it on demand, and wliether the 
power of the Magistrate to grant a warrant for the full amount of the 
rate due, including arrears of former rates made more than .six months 
before the time of complaint, i.s .aticctcd by the llth section of the Act 
12 and 13 Vic., cap. 70, the Attorney-General has replied that, in hi.s 
opinion, the proper period from which the six months is to run, is the 
issuing of the warrant authorizing the Collector to collect the rate,s, 
and he thinks tliat the Collector can .summon for the arrears included 
in the warrant, as well as the new rate. 

The Commissioners de.sire me at the same time to point out that the 
provisions of the statute referred to, only apply to the cases in which 
the Collector proceeds by complaint and .summons before Magistrates, 
and that it no way affects his power to proceed by Civil Bill, or to 
distrain under his own warrant. 

Copies of this circular are enclosed herewith, in order that you may 
communicate the opinion of the Attorney-General to the several 
Collectors of Poor Rate, if directed by the Board of Guardians to do so.

“ Colonization Cii’cular issued by Mer Majesty’s Colonial Land and 
Emigration Commissionei-s” in March, 1850. (No. 10). 

Poor Laic Commission Office, Publiti, 
Sni, 27M Ajrril, 1850. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the 
Boor in Ireland forward herewith, for the information of the Board 
of Guardians, a coixy of the Colonization Circular, issued in 
March, 1850 j and they desire me to state that the Guardians xvill 
find the contents of the Circular highly useful in reference to the 
application of any funds xvhich they may determine to expend in 
atfording assistance to poor persons willing to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Ii'ish Boor Belief Acts. 

This document, which is issued under the authority of the Colonial 
Land and Emigration Commissioners, comprises all the information 
which the Guai-dians are likely to requii’e as to the countries to which 
emigration may be most beneficially and usefully directed, the proper 
seasons for conducting it, the tenns on xvhich emigrants can be con- 
veyed to their respective places of destination, and the kind of outfit 
with which it is proper and necessary to provide them on leaving this 
country. 

One of the points to which the Commissioner's are anxious to call 
the special attention of the Guardians is, the selection of fit and proper 
objects for emigration ; and on this subject, the Circular referred to 
will be found to afford trustworthy information. It may be convenient 
at the same time, that the Commissioners should point out the descrip- 
tion of persons whom they will be enabled to approve as emigrants, 
xvhen called upon to give their consent after examination by their 
inspectors of the parties selected by the Guardians for this purpose. 

As a general rule, all persons willing to emigrate will be deemed 
eligible who are in possession of health, and are of such an age and 
physical ability as to afford a reasonable prospect of their being 
enabled to support themselves and the members of their family imme- 
diately dependent on them, in countrie.s xvhei’e good conduct and per- 
severing industry wiU ensure employment and a comfortable subsist- 
ence by labour. The case of young and unprotected females, of 
whom there is a lai-ge number in many of the Irish woi-khouses, 
demands special notice. The eligibility of this class, in many respects. 
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lias frequently led to tlieir being selected for emigration ; but unless 
some secure provision can be made for. the protection of these young 
persons, both during the passuge and at tlie place o£ then* destination, 
the Commissioners ivill not be able to approve their selection as per- 
sons to be assisted in emigrating at the expense of the i>oor rates. _ 

The most satisfactory way of removing the objections which exist 
to the emigration of isolated young females, by the ordinary means of 
transport, is to incorporate them, if possible, with well-conducted 
families proceeding by the same ship to the same place of destination, 
who ma}' consent to aiford them society and protection ; but every 
arrangement of this kind slioukl be made with the utmost care and 
circumspection, and no risk incurred of consequences injurious to the 
individual emigrant, and which may create impediments to the further 
emigration of this class. 

The Commissioners wish in the next place to draw particular atten- 
tion to that part of the expense of outfit, which consists in providing the 
emigrants with funds, which ought to be available to them ou arriving 
at the place of destination. The means by wliicb this most desirable 
object may be insured in certain of the colonies, are pointed out in 
pages 17 and 18 of the Colonization Circular, which supplies the 
names of Government agents at the ports of debarkation there spe- 
cified, with whom deposits may be made with the utmost facility, and 
from whom the emigrants on their arrival in the colony may obtain 
the part of the fund reserved for this peculiar purpose. The amount 
which ought to be made available iu this secure and certain manner, 
for each emigrant ou arrival, will depeud, to .some extent, on the 
circumstances of each case ; hut the sums which the Commissioners 
have heretofore approved, vary from 1 0^. to £ 1 for each individual 
member of an emigrant family. 

Lastly, the Commissioners request the special attention of the 
Guardiaii.s to the choice of well known and respectable parties, when 
making their contracts for the conveyance of emigrants, and the ex- 
pediency of having their contracts made in clear and positive terms as 
to victualling and other accommodation on board the vessels. Any 
laxity or want of attention in this re.spect may be of the utino,st conse- 
quence to the comfort and health of the passengers ; and notwith- 
.standing the precautions which have been taken by the Legislature 
for the protection of passengers by emigrant ships, the Guardians will 
find it necessary to satisfy themselves on such points by due inquiry 
and previous arrangement, and this will he especially incumbent on 
them in cases -where the terms proposed ax)pear to be unusually ad- 
vantageous. 

The Commissioners will readily afford such assistance as they can, 
ou all occasions when the Guardians may specially require it in avail- 
ing themselves of the irowers vested in them for emigi-ation purposes.

Some inquiries havhig been made as to the mode in which the 
Accounts of newly formed Unions and altered Unions should be 
opened in the Ledger, the Commissioners for administering the 
Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland direct me to state, that the 
Accounts for the Electoral Divisions of the new Unions should be 
prepared from the date on -which the Commissioners’ Order forming 
the Union took effect, and should be kept clear of all balances 
affecting the former Electoral Divisions of the Unions from -u^hich 
the new Union has been formed, notwithstanding the fact that some 
of those Electoral Divisions or parts of them are now comprised 
within the new Union. 

The adjustment of the Accounts of the former Electoral Divisions, 
and the apportionment of all credits arising before the time of 
change, will be provided for by an Order of the Commissioners, by 
which the Townlands forming the new Union will receive their due 
proportion of the credits to which they are entitled, or be charged 
•with the proportion of debits to which they are liable. 

The old Unions which have any of the paupers of the new Union 
in their Workhouses under the authority of the Commissioners’ 
Reservation Order, will charge the new Union with the maintenance 
of such paupers, and with the proportion fixed by the Reservation 
Order to be paid by the new Union, of Salaries and other Establish- 
ment charges ; and the amount so charged must be entered in the 
Ledger accounts of the new Union, and the several Electoral 
Divisions debited ■with the maintenance of the paupers according to 
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tlie number of inmates and days of maintenance chargeable to such 
Divisions, and with the Establishment charges according to the 
terms of the Reservation Order, in proportion to their respective 
annual values.

Poor Laic Commmion Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 1850. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland desire to draw the immediate _ attention of the 

Guardians of ^ — Union, to that part of the Liabilities Adjustment 

Order, which authorizes a transfer of funds from the Treasxirer of 

Union, to the Treasurer of the new Union of under 

certain circumstances there defined, the amount of such transfer 
depending from time to time upon the state of the balances resulting 
from the debits and credits of the several Torvnlands included in 
the new Union. 

The audit of the former Union accounts, up to the time of change, 
havinf been now completed, the Guardians will be in a situation to 
form some estimate of the balances payable to the several Townlands 
in the new Union ; and although the precise balances will not be 
ascertainable until the final adjustment of the liabilities has been 
made, the Guardians ought to determine from time to time what 
sums may properly be remitted on account to credit of the Town- 
lands situate in the new Union, and to direct their Treasurer to 
remit such sums accordingly. 

For example, if on examining the balance due to or from one 
of the former Electoral Divisions, according to the audited accounts 
to the time of change, and according to its share of the debts due, 
and not already brought into account against the Electoral Division, 
and comparing the same with the amount of the outstanding rates 
lodged to the credit of that Division since the time of change, the 
balance resulting is found to be in favour of the Electoral Division, 
it will be seen that each of the Townlands of that Division is entitled 
to its share of that balance, according to its net annual value at the 
time of change. This calculation can readily ha made by the Clerk 

of the Union, and the Guardians should record on their 

minutes the amount of such balance, and the share thereof payable 
to each Townland of the former Electoral Division. A remittance 
of the amount payable to the credit of any Townlands of that 
Electoral Division which have been separated from the Union, 
should then be directed to be made, and the Treasurer instructed to 
remit the same to the Treasurer of the Union in which such Town- 
lands may now be situate, the Clerk transmitting at the same time. 
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to tlie Clerk of the new Union, a statement of the sums paid on 
account of those Townlands ; and likewise placing to credit of the 
Townlands left in the Union, their several shares of this payment 
on account. 

The results of this operation -will be entered in the two ledgers 
severally entitled the “ Old Union Townlands’ Account,” and the 

“ Union Townlands’ Account,” the latter form of account 

being kept for both the old and new Union. Ledgers, in the proper 
form for this purpose, have been prepared by Mr. Thom, under the 
instructions of the Commissioners. 

The Guardians will clearly see the necessity of a transfer of funds 
being made in this manner from time to time, inasmuch as the 
outstanding rates in those of the former Electoral Divisions, or parts 
thereof, which are now separated from the Union, can only be 
lodged in the first instance with the Treasurer of the Union, on 
account of the Electoral Dimsions from which they have been 
collected ; and until rates shall be made by the Guardians of the 
new Union, the balances available from time to time will be wanted 
for the Relief of the Poor in those newly fox'med Divisions which 
contain the separated Townlands. 

It is possible that in some instances, credits may accrue after the 
issue of the final Adjustment Order, by the lodgment of rates made 
in the old Union before the time of change, but not collected until 
after the issue of the Order ; and debits may in like manner accrue 
by expenses incurred in the collection of such rates or in the settle- 
ment of outstanding debts due at the time of change. A statement of 
any such debits and credits shonld from time to time be made by 

the Clerk of the Union, showing the proportion chargeable’ to 

or payable by the several Townlands in each of the new Union.s, 
and forwarded to the Clerks of the respective Unions in which such 
Townland.? are now situated, who should, on receipt of such state- 
ment, enter on the debit or credit side of the Account of each such 
Townlands, as the case may require, the amount so chargeable to or 
payable by It.

transferred, according to their net annual value at the time of change, 
for which purpose a Ledger has been prepared by Mr. Thom, under 
the instructions of the Commissioners; and you will also, in the 
Greneral Accounts of the Union, credit the Electoral Divisions in 
which the Townlands in question are situate, with their respective 
proportions of the amount transferred. 

In making the Estimate for the subsequent Rate on the Electoral 
Division in which such Townlands are included, care must he taken 
to reduce the poundage on those Townlands in the mannei' poihtea 
out by the Adjustment Order, in proportion to the amount placed to 
their credit as above described.

8 Registry and Ciiargeability of Paupers in altered 

Unions : Form of Cii'cnlar to Unions concerned.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for lielief of 
the Poor in Ireland having receh-ed communications requesting 
information as to the mode of registering the Pauper inmates of 
Workhouses of Unions in ivhich the Boundaries of the Electoral Divi- 
sions have been altered, the Commissioners deem it advisable to state 
the course which they think can be most advantageously adopted in 

Vn^Tworkbouse Register should ho opened, in which should he 
entered the names of all the Paupers relieved in the Workhouse, 
with the other requisite particulars, the cliargeability of each 
being determined, as already suggested by the Commissioners, by the 
Towhand named in the Register as his place of residence, and 
according to which his cliargeability was determined m the fii-st 
instance. The old Register should of course he carefully preserved, 
and the column for the entry of the discharge or death of the Pauper 
should he filled up hy a reference to the number of the entry m the 
new Register, in order that the cases may he readily identihed.^_ _ 

In regard to the Paupers who, in consequence of the alteration of 
Boundaries, have become chargeable to a newly formed Union, but 
continue to he maintained in the Workhouse of the old Union, iiiidei 
the authority of the 3rd sec. of the 12th and 13th I ic., c. 104, it wiU 
probably be found convenient, as facilitating reference and ensuring 
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greater accuracy, to keep ii separate Admission and Disoliarge Book 
for this class of' Paupers, bnt they should nevertheless be charged in 
the general Registry to the new Union, without specifying the parti- 
cular Electoral Division to which they are chargeable, the charge- 
ability being a matter to be determined by the Board of Guardians 
of the new Union to which the Paupers belong.

9. — Eegistky oe Paupeus Chargeable to New Unions : — 
Form of Circular to Unions concerned. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin,

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland have directed me to state, for the information of 

the Board of Guardians of Union, the course which they think 

it will be most advisable to pursue in regard to the Registry of 
Paupers chargeable to the new Union, but maintained in the Work- 
house of the old Union, under the authority of the 3rd sec. of the 12th 
and 13th Vic., cap. 104. 

The Clerk of the new Union should, in the first instance, attend at 
each of the Unions in which there are Paupers chargeable to the 
new Union, and proem’e the requisite information to enable him to 
enter their chargeability correctly in the Register ; and the Clerk of 
each of the old Unions should subsequently transmit a weekly state- 
ment of the gross number chargeable to the new Union, specifying 
all admissions and discharges since the last return ; and the charge- 
ability should be ascertained by the Guardians of the new Union, 
and registered in a separate Register by their Clerk. 

A separate Admission and Discharge Book should be kept at the 
Workhouse of the old Union, but only one Register and Relief List, 
in the latter of which the paupers should be charged to the new 
Union, not specifying the particular Electoral Divisions. 

The Clerk of the new Union should keep an Admission and 
Discharge Book, Register, and Relief List, in which the paupers 
should be entered according to the Electoral Division to which they 
belong, or to the Union at large as the case may be, in the same 
way as if the paupers were in a Workhouse belonging to the new 
Union.

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No. VIII. — Eepoetoh Bun^DiKCi Opekations in Unions in Ire- 
land: by George WiLidNsox, Esq., Architect of the Commis- 
sion. (Accomi)anied by five Drawings, not included in this 
Aiipendix.) 

Architect’s Department, Poor Law Commission Office, 
Gentlemen, Dublin, 2-Uh May, 1850. 

I have the honour to furnish the following Eeport on the building 
operations connected with the Union AAorkhouses in Ireland, to ex- 
hibit an outline of the works which have been in progress since the 
date of a general Eeport made to yotir Board on the 29th of April, 1848, 
and contained in the Appendix to the Annual Eeport of that year : — 
The period has been one of great pre.ssure on this department, from 
the increased desire manifested to obtain all possible means ot giving 
in-door rather than out-door relief. 

Buildings of all kinds, including store-houses, old factories, and dis- 
tilleries, mansions, farm buildings, and long rows of dwelling-houses in 
streets of towns, have been in various places taken and fitted up for the 
purpose, in addition to the extensive erection of shed buildings, and 
buildings of a permanent character which have been raised as additions 
to the original workliouses. 

In the former of these buildings, your Architect and his assistants 
have been more or less engaged ; in many cases, however, the different 
Boards of Guardians, or Vice-Guardians, have employed local Archi- 
tects or Builders to advise them and carry out the different repairs. 
In some places, a considerable expenditure has been incurred; in 
others, where the places have been taken for short terms, the outlay 
has been confined to making the premises merely habitable, and, in 
the opinion of the parties employed, secure for occupation. _ 

In effecting the repairs and additions to the auxiliary buildings, the 
work has sometimes been done by contract, and, at others, it has been 
found advisable to do the work by the employment of persons as Clerks 
of AVorks, to direct the operatives and make the payments to work- 
men and for the materials, from w-eek to week. 

The expenditure made in this way has been subject to the super- 
vision of the Inspectors, and has not been under the immediate 
management of the Architect’s Office, except so far as to advise on 
matters referred, and to select a Clerk of AA'orks for the purpose, 
when required to do so ; and also to inspect and report on the opera- 
tions during progress, or on their completion, when instructed.^ 

In some of the operations caiTied on under the ATce-Guardians on 
the sites of the original poorhouses, the same system has sometimes 
prevailed as that pursued in fitting up the auxihary buildings, vdz., 
the erection of various minor additions to the poorhouses, as "walls, di ains, 
sheds, &c. ; and the A^ice-Guardiaus have often dh’ceted the expendi- 
ture under a Clerk of AAVeks, and provided for it by w-eekly pa>-ments. 

Themoreregidarduty of the Architect’s Department has been confined 

to the preparation of plans for new buildings ot a permanent or temporal y 
character on the workhouse sites, and to the unpleasant but by no means 
unimportantduty of advising from time to time against what were con- 
sidered as ill-judged propositions lor adding to the buildings. 

Of late, the inspection of sites and preparation of plans for now 
poorhouses, have been important duties of the Department. Before 
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pardculanzing the proceedings connected with the now poorhoiises, I 
will explain the result of the operations connected with the additions 
made to the original workhouses. 

The Eeport of the 29tli April, 1848, particulai-izes the various 
drawings and specifications then made for various proposed additions 
to the poorhouses. The remarks therein made, with reference to the 
kind of huildings desirable to be caiTied into execution as additions 
to the original buildings, and the observations afiixed with regard to 
the temporary buildings, ventilation, the overcrowding of the houses, 
and attention to the drains, and general repair of the buildings, I 
would beg to advert to, and would still wish to advance them. 

On the 29th April, 1848, permanent fever hospitals were erected 
on the sites of 49 of the 130 original poorhouses. At this time, 91 
fever hospitals have been erected, and one other, now in progress, is 
‘ nearly finished. In .some of the remaining 38 Unions, the Guardian.s 
possess the use of hospitals that are near to the workhouses, and on 
some of which they have made enlargements or improvements. The 
size of the new hospitals varies from about 25 beds to 400 beds, and, 
on an .average, contain about 60 beds each. The hospitals Last erected 
are, some of them, extensive and very effective buildings, provided 
with suitable out-offlees, and have good ventilation. A rather more 
liheral outlay has been made on these buildings than in a few of the 
small buildings first erected, at which time they were required to be 
described as fever wards only. 

The additions made to the original buildiugs have been almost all 
after throe different modes : one .according to the plans published in 
the Annual Eeport of 184S, as additions to contain the cliildron ; one 
as .additions to the avings of the main buildings, or near tlioreto, viz., 
along the side walls of the yards of men or women j and the third, in 
the raising a floor over the wai-ds originally provided for the idiots, 
adjoining each end of the infirmary ; .and these are the land of addi- 
tions that are suitable for future enlargements, since they have an- 
stvered then’ purpose satisfactorily where erected. 

01 the first kind, viz., buildings for containing the children, there have 
been erections made at the following Union.s, since tbe date of tlie last 
Eeport, before adverted to : at Lisburn, for 300 children ; at Lurgau, for 
700; atNewtownards,foi-500; at Eathdoavn, for 500 ; and at Belfast, a 
new detached building for 1,000 children, ■with industrial training room, 
has been provided. At this time, buildings for the same purpose, and 
according to the same general plan, are in progress, or tenders for their 
erection have been invited, in the following Unions : Bungarvan, for 
girls ; Banbridge, for girls ; Castleblaney, for girls ; Euniscortliy, for 
both boys and girls ; Eoscrea, for boys and girls ; and Trim, for girls ; 
and plans have been prepared in other Unions, where no steps have 
yet been taken for making a contract for their execution. The advan- 
tage of these plans is, that, at the least amount of outlay, the greatest 
amount of increased .accommodation of a permanent kind is obtained in 
convenient connection with the existing establislmient, and the chil- 
dren ai‘e removed from the main building, and are thei’eby more iso- 
lated, and provided with suitable washing places and with workrooms. 

iNo two or more Unions have yet agreed to unite with each other 
mu separate school and industrial training establishment. 

I he Unions of Galway and Cashel have, however, each a separate 
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establishment, with a considerable quantity of land, for the pnipose 
of forming an industrial training school for the children : at Galway, 
the buildings known as Dangan ; at Cashel, the premises known as 
Castlelahe, At both these places, works are in progress for increas- 
ing or improving the existing old buildings, and are likely, with due 
cai'e in their management, to become very useful establishments. 

The Utiions where additions have heeu since made to the main 
buildings in the way above described, are at Ardee, on both men 
and women’s side the house ; Ballinasloe, ditto ; Clogheeu, on the 
female side ; Monaghan, ditto ; Mullingar, on both sides ; W exford, 
on the men’s side ; Lou^ord, on the female side ; Bailieboro’, ditto ; 
Limerick on the men’s side. At the present time, buildings for the 
same purpose are in progress at Callan Union, ou the female side ; 
and also at EdendeiTy, Kanturk, Mallow, and Shillelagh. These 
additions give increase of room for from 80 to 350 persons in each 
Union. 

The next very useful addition, and one which is accomplished at a 
less outlay than any other, and seldom exceeds £3 10^. per head, is 
raising the light roof over the idiot wards to a level with the adjoining 
infirmary roof; w'hereby increase of room, suitable for infirmary pur- 
poses, as originally intended, is provided, or it is available for other 
purposes. The accommodation thus obtained is equal to about that 
for 100 additional inmates, in each Union, the .same yards and other 
conveniences being available. 

Additions of this kind has been made in 22 Unions since the date 
of mv last general Report, and works are now in progress in three' 
other Unions, and working plans and specifications made for doing 
the same thing elsewhere. 

A great extent of other works has been carried into .execution, 
independently of those particularized, viz., new ovens, new stores, 
aiecessitated by the enlargement of the premises, drying-rooms, steam- 
boilers for cooking, and various works for adding to the convenience, 
or facilitating the management, of the buildings. 

Extensive shed buildings have also been erected on the sites of 
some of the poorhouses. I have always advised, and adhere to the 
opinion, that shed -buildings are seldom an advisable mode of enlarging 
the poorhouse ; and where extensively carried out, as sometimes pro- 
posed, are calculated to disturb all the existing sub-divisious of chissi- 
fication and effective control, a circumstance more than ever important 
in an overcrowded house. I have also advised that temporary exten- 
sion buildings should be erected in a detached position, and be of the 
cheapest kind of construction ; and that such permanent additions as 
the future wants of the Unions may be supposed to require, are the niost 
economical and suitable to carry into execution at the original build- 
ing. Experience constantly shows me that in eveiy point of view this 
is the best practice. 

I am enabled to report that the permanent new works have been 
carried out with little interruption, and vei-y few casualties, consider- 
ing the inconveniences inseparable from entering into engagements on 
unlimited competition, in which it i.s difficult to prevent tenders being 
accepted at amounts too low to pay for the fair execution of the W'ork, 
or otherwise, from parties little experienced, or perhaps little inclined, 
to do good work. The least satisfactory buildings have been some 
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additions to the Lurgau Pomdiouse, and an additional wing to the 
Clogheen Poorhouse, which latter the contractor has not satisi'actorily 
finished ; and I have had to report unfavourably of the contractor’s 
operations in both instances. 

Notwithstanding that the original buildings, to which additions have 
been made have been much disturbed, and new walls and floors have 
been added on the top of others never intended for such additions, 
I am happy in being enabled to remark that no failure has occurred 
in carrying out any of the plans which have been prepared for such 
additions, though they have often been done at much risk. 

I annex a drawing (No. I.) showing an arrangement for making a 
convenient separate entrance to the Board Boom of the IVorkho vises, a 
change which has been made in some of the unions, and one wliiclv 
seems to mo advisable, since the nnmher of guardians has been in-, 
creased in many unions ; and the appomtmeut of relieving-ofiicer.s, 
and the increased duties of the clerk, render some enlargement of the 
accommodation necessary. The frequent assemblage of a large number 
of paupers also, renders a second staircase often desirable. Where 
the work is intended to be carried into effect, a specification will be 
furnished, if applied for, by the guardians. 

AVitli reference to the new unions in wlvich your architect has 
received instructions to inspect sites, or take steps for preparing 
plans for new workhouses, the following statement will exhibit the 
progress which has been made, including the three unions of Dingle, 
Castletown, and Belmullct : —

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The plans in pi’eparation for several of the new buildings are much 
advanced, and ready to be perfected "wlien instructions are given, on 
the agreement for the site or other local circumstance being adjusted- 

I annex drawings (Nos. II. Ill- IV.), showing the plans accord- 
ing to Avliich the new buildings are to be erected. ^ As most of 
these buildings will be in the western pai’t of Ireland, it is proposed 
to plaster-dash the outside of the "walls. The plans, as explained in a 
report to your board, have been made with a most studied regard to 
economy, but the eax*then floors used in the original buildings are to 
be avoided, and tiles or flags used instead. 

In the plans of most of the original poorhouses, a different style of 
building was followed ; it was one commonly called Elizabethan by 
the public, but quite at variance with the costly character of that style 
of building. The only features that justified a resemblance to it were 
the gables of the roofs. It was the structural arrangement of the 
building itself, the most economical one for large buildings that cpxxld 
be followed, that originated the gabled form ; and the use of ^ a large 
space that would othex'U’ise have been lost in the roof, required the 
use of the dox*mer windows, which have well answex'ed their inteixded 
pui'pose. 

In the early unions, the Boards of Guax*dians, to wlxoxn the plans 
wei'e submitted, with several varieties of elevations, almost all chose 
the gable building ; but I believe that there is aix exToneous notion 
current of its being a costly style ; and I believe also, that oix this 
account, the plans now to be cai'i’ied out tor the new unions, would be 
generally prefeiTed. 

To exhibit the great econoixxy of the gabled style, I have pi'epared 
a drawing (No. V.) showing the originality of its design, and the 
saving it effects in comparison with a long plain building, like the 
barracks, and other plaiix public buildings ; and those who take the 
trouble to examine into it, will probably be astonished at the result 
which it exhibits.
